In the yeer 1861 there was a negro boy called 
Mart McCall, raised in Appling or Tatr 
county, Ga. His young master, Joseph T. 
McCall, and his mistress both had recently 
died, leaving one child. David Summerals 
e guardian of the person and property of 
the child and hired Mart out for yearly wages. 

Mart was then 18 years of age,a keen, 
shrewd boy, he had by dint of perseverance 
and industry obtained as good an education as 
many of the white boys in the country. 

While working the River road in the spring 
of 1561, Mart got into a difiicuity with some 
negroes owned by a Mr. Mimms, who was oyer- 
seeronthe road. Mart being rather head- 
strong Mimms took him and put some kind of 
a shackle on him of his own invention, and 
which had never betore failed to hold his vic- 
tim. But next morning Mart was out and gone. 

Soon after, he was taken and bound again, 
but again succeeded in escaping, and then be- 
gan to display his malignant, thievish disposi- 
tion. He skulked around the neighborhood for 
sometime and pilpered for a living. Finally 
it became unsafe for him to remain longer in 
lis old range and he came down on the river, 
some 15 miles, where I lived. 

One evening while returning witha young 
man from work at a swarinp fie fi he discovered 
Mart behind my horselotand came and toldjme. 
I jumped on my horse that was saddled at the 
gate and we chased him about a quarter ofga 
mile to T, W. Dent’s house. The dog ran into 
the yard and there iost his track. We went 
went back home and while eating supper inthe 
kite lien, some VO feet from the dwelling house, 
Mart slipped back and went into a bed room 
and stole my best f pants, that cost £5 and other 
wearing clothes and as many bed c! lothes as he 
w anted, andthe ramrod out of my gun, and 
then went back to Lient’s and stolea hand axe, 
arafting auger and alot of boards that were 
piled up near the swamp. On the same night he 
went to uncle Joe Wiison’s two miles below 
and stole a wagon cover anda cowhide.
